^* Action : The minutes 'of the meeting of 26 April 1951 
(lAC-M-28) were approved. 

Data on European Industry (IAC-D-I9) 

2, Action : The proposed plan to preserve data on 
European Industry was approved. The State Depaartment will 
make the necessary arrangements with EGA and thereafter 
European field offices will he notified. 

Intelligence for Civil Defense (lAC-D-20) 

3. Action ; Mr. Reher was instructed to draft a letter 
emhodying the sense of the discussion and to clear it with the 
agencies before it is sent to the Federal Civil Defense Admlhis- * 
tration. 


Discussion: It was the sense of the discussion that 
PCDA should approach each lAC agency directly and there should 
be no executive agent.
